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FOREWORD 

Public  statement  recently  issued  by  Governor  Loivden  of  Illinois. 

1  ‘  The  large  sums  of  money  which  are  flowing  in  for  relief  work, 
because  of  the  war  should  not  blind  us  to  the  needs  of  our  chari¬ 
ties  at  home.  Some  most  useful  charities  already  have  closed  down 
for  lack  of  funds. 

‘  ‘  European  countries  engaged  in  this  war  neglected  their  home 
needs,  with  a  resulting  increase  in  juvenile  delinquencies,  the 
spread  of  immorality,  and  new  forms  of  dependency.  We  must, 
at  whatever  cost,  avoid  this  mistake.  The  war  in  which  we  are 
engaged  is  a  war  for  civilization.  While  we  fight  for  that  civiliza¬ 
tion  upon  foreign  battlefields,  we  cannot  afflord  to  see  it  slip  away 
at  home.  I  earnestly  urge  upon  all  who  have  given  in  the  past  to 
home  charities  to  give  again,  at  least  as  much,  at  whatever  personal 
sacrifice.  It  is  a  time  of  sacrifice,  but  of  self-sacrifice,  not  the 
sacrifice  of  the  helpless  ones  who  need  our  fostering  care. J  ’ 


OBJECTS  OF  THIS  SOCIETY 


(a)  To  be  a  center  of  intercommunication  between  the  various 
churches  and  charitable  agencies  in  the  city,  to  foster  harmonious 
cooperation  between  them  and  to  check  the  evils  of  overlapping 
relief.  For  this  purpose  it  shall  maintain  a  confidential  Registra¬ 
tion  Bureau. 

(b) -  To  investigate  thoroughly  all  cases  of  need  and  to  send  to 
persons  having  a  legitimate  interest  in  such  cases,  full  reports  of 
the  results  of  investigation. 

(c)  To  provide  visitors  who  shall  personally  attend  cases  need¬ 
ing  counsel  and  advice. 

(d)  To  obtain  from  the  proper  charities  and  charitable  in¬ 
dividuals  adequate  relief. 

(e)  To  procure  work  for  persons  who  are  capable  of  being 
wholly  or  partially  self  supporting. 

(f)  To  discourage  begging  and  expose  impostors. 

(g)  To  carefully  work  out  plans  for  helping  families  to  help 
themselves  and  thereby  become  self-dependent  as  may  seem  most 
practicable. 

(h)  To  promote  the  general  welfare  by  demonstrating  to  the 
public  the  need  of  social  and  sanitary  reforms  and  to  aid  in  the 
diffusion  of  knowledge  on  subjects  connected  with  relief  of  the 
poor.

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REPORT  OF  PRESIDENT 


A  statement  by  the  President,  no  matter  how  short,  always  seems 
to  me  to  be  superfluous  in  a  booklet  of  this  description  in  which 
appears  the  very  careful  summary  by  the  General  Secretary  of  the 
work  done  during  the  past  year.  Therefore,  I  will  not  try  to 
describe  the  general  activities  of  our  organization,  but  wTill  only 
take  up  one  particular  phase  of  it  in  which  I  was  somewhat  in¬ 
volved  as  being  the  president  of  the  Charity  Organization  Society 
and  chairman  at  that  time  of  the  Civilian  Relief  Committee  of  the 
Red  Cross. 

The  Relief  Committee  Avas  formed  early  in  April,  and  the  work 
soon  indicated  the  need  of  a  skilled  social  worker  in  order  to  deal 
justly  with  the  various  problems  which  arose.  It  was  natural  to 
look  at  once  to  the  Charity  Organization  Society  for  help,  and  the 
services  of  Miss  Kempton  were  secured.  Our  Society  continued  to 
help  for  some  little  time  and  established  firmly  the  same  methods 
in  investigating  the  Relief  Committee’s  cases  as  are  used  in  the 
investigation  of  our  own.  After  a  while  the  number  of  cases  be¬ 
came  so  great  that  wre  had  to  secure  for  the  Relief  Committee  a 
social  worker  who  could  give  her  entire  time  to  the  work,  but  the 
methods  originally  devised  have  been  steadily  followed,  it  would 
have  made  no  difference  who  was  chairman  of  the  committee  so 
far  as  the  assistance  given  by  the  Charity  Organization  Society  was 
concerned  for  it  would  have  been  A\Tilling  and  anxious  to  help  any 
committee  engaged  in  similar  work.  This  instance  perhaps  illus¬ 
trates  as  well  as  anything  can  what  position  we  endeavor  to  take  in 
the  community.  We  are  ready  to  aid  in  every  way  possible  any 
Avorthy  effort  to  benefit  the  residents  of  our  city  and  desire  not 
only  to  help  other  societies  engaged  in  social  work,  but  always  are 
seeking  to  increase  our  oAvn  activities  so  as  to  make  New  Bedford 
a  better  and  healthier  place  for  us  all  to  live  in  and  work  in.- 

Of  course  it  is  superfluous  to  add  that  such  work  as  ours  requires 
considerable  money  and  a  constantly  growing  list  of  interested 
contributors.  We  have  a  large  list  of  friends  Avho  help  us,  and  we 
hope  that  in  the  year  to  come,  which  promises  to  be  extremely 
busy,  we  can  count  on  all  of  them  and  also  secure  in  addition  many 
new  ones.  The  financial  reports  given  herein  show  our  receipts 
and  the  purposes  for  which  our  funds  are  used. 
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The  thanks  of  the  Society  are  due  to  the  General  Secretary  and 
those  associated  with  her  for  their  untiring  and  efficient  handling 
of  the  various  problems  which  come  to  them  day  by  day  and  in 
addition  the  many  who  have  volunteered  their  services  should  be 
mentioned.

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REPORT  OF  GENERAL  SECRETARY 


The  outstanding  feature  in  the  statistical  side  of  this  year’s 
report  is  the  growth  of  the  Social  Service  Exchange.  During  the 
year  ending  October  31st,  1917,  2,340  inquiries  were  registered  at 
the  exchange;  this  is  more  than  three  times  the  registration  for 
the  previous  year  and  shows  that  this  society  is  meeting  a  con¬ 
stantly  increasing  demand  for  service  from  the  community  and  its 
various  other  charitable  agencies. 

In  review  of  the  work  for  the  513  families  cared  for  we  find  that 
sickness  Avas  the  cause  of  distress  in  164  instances  or  nearly  32  per 
cent.;  others  follow: 

Intemperance  in  123  instances  or  about  23  per  cent. 

Desertion  or  non-support  in  67  or  about  13  per  cent. 

Unemployment  in  29  instances  or  about  5  per  cent. 

Sickness  was  the  primary  causal  factor,  leading  by  a  wide  mar¬ 
gin.  Our  greatest  need  in  New  Bedford  today  is  for  a  central 
clinic  or  dispensary,  where  people  of  small  means  may  be  treated 
for  general  and  skin  diseases  and  where  expectant  mothers  may 
be  advised  without  cost  or  for  a  nominal  fee.  The  two  hospitals 
here  make  no  attempt  to  cope  with  the  situation,  as  neither  has  an 
out-patient  department.  This  need  is  especially  felt  in  an  indus¬ 
trial  city  such  as  ours,  where  the  social  problems  centre  mainly 
about  questions  of  health  and  morality.  I  should  like  to  recom¬ 
mend  that  the  board  of  directors  of  this  society  consider  this 
question  as  part  of  their  program  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  that 
the  president  appoint  a  committee  to  take  up  the  matter.  Owing 
to  the  demands  of  the  war,  and  the  almost  inevitable  slackening  of 
interest  in  home  needs,  it  must  be  a  vital  need  that  will  hold  our 
attention.  In  safeguarding  the  health  of  those  at  home  we  are 
preparing  for  the  next  draft  army,  and,  further,  are  conserving 
the  lives  of  those  who  will  make  up  the  next  generation  of 
Americans. 

To  return  to  the  causal  factors  of  distress  noted  above,  it  will 
be  seen  that  unemployment  figured  in  very  few  cases;  business  has 
been  good,  and  in  New  Bedford  at  least,  industry  has  not  as  yet 
suffered  as  result  of  the  war.  Intemperance  was  second  in  im- 
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portance  to  sickness  as  a  cause  of  trouble.  The  monthly  clinic  of 
the  Norfolk  State  Hospital  opened  last  year  through  the  efforts  of 
this  society  is  doing  excellent  work  and  helping  many  to  freedom 
from  the  drink  habit. 

107  cases,  or  20  per  cent,  of  the  total,  rvere  requests  for  investi¬ 
gations  by  agencies  in  other  cities;  a  chain  of  service  is  gradually 
being  extended  throughout  the  country.  We  have  found  this  ser¬ 
vice  of  greatest  assistance  in  the  treatment  of  our  families,  a 
personal  visit  upon  a  relative  in  a  distant  city  from  the  represen¬ 
tative  of  the  local  Charity  Organization  Society  is  much  more 
likely  to  arouse  interest  and  response  than  is  a  letter  from  our 
society.  57  of  the  eases  were  families  of  soldiers  and  sailors 
whose  needs  were  investigated  by  us  at  the  request  of  the  New 
-Bedford  Chapter  of  the  Red  Cross  and  for  which  service  a  financial 
return  was  made  to  the  society.  The  Relief  Committee  of  the  Red 
Cross  has  now  its  own  investigator,  who  has  handled  the  work 
since  September. 

In  the  services  rendered,  we  find  the  following: 

Material  relief  needed  and  secured  in  172  instances. 

Relatives  interested  and  brought  in  touch  with  families  in  121 
instances. 

Medical  care  secured  for  those  who  would  otherwise  have  been 
without  it  in  41  instances. 

In  35  instances  we  were  able  to  cooperate  with  the  church  of 
the  families  ’  faith  for  their  welfare. 

for  20  men  we  secured  employment. 

19  cases  were  referred  to  the  New  Bedford  Children’s  Aid 
Society. 

11  cases  were  referred  to  the  New  Bedford  branch  of  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children. 

During  the  year  we  have  disbursed  as  relief  to  special  families, 
in  whose  names  we  hold  accounts,  the  sum  of  $1,066.13.  $726.72 

of  this  came  from  the  Relief  Committee  of  the  Union  for  Good 
Works.  Last  year  we  disbursed  $1,025.18  to  666  families,  propor¬ 
tionately  a  much  smaller  amount.  This  fact  we  attribute  to  pres¬ 
ent  day  high  prices  and  the  increased  cost  of  living.  So  much  for 
the  statistical  side  of  our  work. 

I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  growth  along  other  lines.  It  is 
coming  to  be  the  general  belief  of  social  workers  that  a  large 
proportion  of  the  families  who  are  in  want,  are  suffering  through 
no  inherent  defects  of  character  but  rather  because  of  the  handi¬ 
caps  imposed  by  a  community  life  not  adapted  to  the  needs  of  its 
weaker  members.  This,  as  I  say,  is  a  growing  belief,  and  there 
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is  a  corresponding  movement  under  way  to  lessen  these  handicaps; 
to  improve  housing  conditions,  to  increase  wholesome  recreational 
opportunities,  to  regulate  and  restrict  the  sale  of  intoxicating 
liquors,  to  open  clinics  and  dispensaries  for  the  treatment  of 
disease,  and  evening  classes  and  libraries  as  affording  opportunities 
for  mental  growth.  The  Housing  Committee  of  our  society — en¬ 
larged  to  a  membership  of  13 — has  held  regular  monthly  meetings 
during  the  year,  and  has  received  suggestions  from  several  authori¬ 
ties  on  the  housing  question — including  Lawrence  Veiller,  secretary 
of  the  National  Housing  Association  and  Henry  Sterling  of  the 
Massachusetts  Homestead  Commission.  The  committee,  in  co¬ 
operation  with  the  Board  of  Health,  has  issued  an  illustrated 
pamphlet  for  the  education  of  tenement  dwellers  and  has  sounded 
a  note  of  warning  in  regard  to  Newr  Bedford’s  serious  fire  menace, 
a  menace  which  Mr.  Veiller  says  is  second  to  none  he  has  met  in 
any  city  in  this  country.  The  committee  believes  that  in  the  near 
future,  building  on  a  large  scale  must  occur  here  in  order  that 
the  growing  population  may  be  cared  for — the  present  tenement 
accommodation  being  full.  It  hopes  to  be  of  service  in  bringing 
to  New  Bedford  a  desirable  type  of  dwelling  for  the  family  of 
modest  income. 

Last  spring,  at  the  time  the  question  of  national  prohibition  for 
the  duration  of  the  war  came  before  congress,  our  Alcohol  Educa¬ 
tion  Committee  took  an  active  part,  enlisting  our  voters  in  the 
cause  and  asking  that  they  write  congressmen  urging  their  support 
of  the  measure.  The  committee  hopes  and  expects  to  take  part 
in  the  no-license  campaign  pending  for  our  city.  It  took  an  active 
part  in  the  campaign  last  year,  bringing  to  New  Bedford  for  two 
weeks  the  exhibit  of  the  Scientific  Temperance  Federation  setting 
forth  the  evils  of  alcoholism,  and  arranging  for  out-of-door  meet¬ 
ings  with  speakers,  and  free  motion  picture  shows  giving  “John 
Barleycorn  ”  and  other  temperance  films.  Many  hundreds  of  per¬ 
sons  viewed  the  exhibit  and  attended  the  meetings  and  motion  pic¬ 
ture  shows;  the  committee  felt  that  this  was  an  educational  work 
well  worth  while. 

The  Christmas  work  for  families  wTas  undertaken  last  year  as 
heretofore  with  the  co-operation  of  the  Evening  Standard.  There 
is  thought  of  discontinuing  it  this  year  on  account  of  the  multi¬ 
plicity  of  different  forms  of  war  work  and  the  many  needs  of  the 
times.  . 

On  September  4th  the  society  opened  a  branch  office  at  1566 
Acushnet  Avenue.  This  is  called  the  North  District  Office  of  the 
Charity  Organisation  Society.  Families  living  north  of  Pope 
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Street  apply  there  and  this  greatly  facilitates  the  handling  of  the 
work.  The  experiment  has  more  than  justified  itself;  during  the 
last  two  weeks  24  families  have  been  assisted  from  the  North  Dis¬ 
trict  office,  this  assistance  including  the  giving  of  material  relief, 
securing  of  employment,  of  medical  attention  and  nursing  care, 
admission  to  Sassaquin  Sanatorium,  to  St.  Luke’s  Hospital  and  to 
the  Children’s  Clinic.  For  the  first  time  in  our  history  we  have 
now  enough  workers  to  adequately  care  for  the  needs  of  the  poor 
of  the  city,  and  we  should  be  able  to  maintain  a  high  standard  of 
service.  The  weekly  case  conference,  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Advisory  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  covers  the  work  of 
both  districts,  and  is  held  at  the  central  office.  The  monthly  report 
of  the  North  District  work  is  included  in  the  report  of  the  general 
seeretarv  made  to  the  Board  of  Directors  each  month,  all  the  case 
Avork  is  under  her  super\Tision,  as  formerly. 

We  all  received  stimulus  and  inspiration  from  the  meetings  of 
the  Massachusetts  State  Conference  of  Charities,  held  this  year  in 
NeAA7  Bedford  for  the  first  time.  As  secretary  of  the  local  com¬ 
mittee  your  general  secretary  had  to  devote  a  great  deal  of  time 
to  the  preparations  for  the  conference,  but  we  feel  that  the  society 
has  been  well  repaid  in  the  benefit  to  New  Bedford  derived  from 
the  coming  of  the  conference.  Delegates  aaJio  attended  lia\re  been 
warm  in  their  expressions  of  appreciations  of  the  hospitality  ex¬ 
tended  by  the  people  here. 

The  most  important  part  of  our  year ’s  work  and  that  which 
presages  greater  activity  of  a  similar  sort  in  the  near  future  was 
the  1917  membership  campaign  whereby  Ave  gained  275  neAv  mem¬ 
bers,  almost  trebling  our  former  list  and  receiving  subscriptions 
totalling  $775.  Previous  to  the  membership  campaign  we  had 
secured  J9  neAv  members,  their  subscriptions  totalling  $41.  The 
success  of  the  campaign  was  due  in  large  measure  to  Julius  Berko- 
Avitv,  chairman  of  the  campaign  committee,  and  to  Miss  Llizabeth 
K.  Howland,  who  has  served  as  treasurer  for  the  past  ten  months 
and  who  has  given  unsparingly  of  her  time  in  order  to  further 
the  Avork  of  the  {Society  and  increase  its  membership.  We  appre¬ 
ciate  the  response  of  the  public  to  the  membership  campaign  and 
earnestly  hope  that  each  new  member  will  feel,  upon  reading  this 
report,  that  the  {Society  is  in  some  measure  worthy  of  the  trust 
imposed  in  it  by  its  members  and  by  the  community,  and  that  he 
or  she  may  feel  some  degree  of  pride  at  haying  a  share  m  its  work 
under  the  new  conditions  of  its  wider  field  of  usefulness.
